man had ever denied the existence of this power. 
Why, sir, although very able und distingue- bed in. u 
hare maintained it, their opinions have been, ni-til 
rocrntly, exceptions to the general opinion. Mr. 
Van Huron ala subsequent period changed his opi 1- 
ions, but never succeeded in answering his own ar- 
gument. 

How diff-ront from the doctrine of modem Dem- 
ocratic teachers is the coti-ervative rule always ad- 
hered to by the illustrious statesman who sleeps 
leneath the sod that his footsteps hive consecrated, 
and whose name will always be uttered with pride 
by every Kentuckian. That rule of Mr. Clay was 
that “the extent of the measure of Federal legit l" 
tion should I e limited bv the extent nf the deficiency 
ot Rtatc authority to prov ide for (h.- emergency." The 
exercise of the |—wcr claimed can be sustained only 
,j upon the idea of the incapacity of the State* to man- 
, age theirown corporations. If it lie conceded that the 
i power of Congre-s over the su! -jeet of bankruptcy is 
: not limited to what was bankruptcy in a legal sen c 
at the time of the adoption of the constitution, and 
that she can embrace artificial persons who, by the 
liw of England, could not lie guilty of acts of bank- 
ruptcy, she must then necessarily have unlimited 
p-wer to define what shall l>e an act of bankruptcy, 
and can make an act that is expressly authorized by 
the Rtat», by the express terms of a charter, an 
illegal act, an act of liankriiptcy. Sue would thus 
acquire a general control oter much of the legisla- 
tion of the States. 

VVh-ther »uch a power exi’ts or not, ita exercise 
would iitqiair and virtually destroy the power that 
the Sta'cs have always exercised, under which in- 
terests of immense magnitude have grown up, the 
riidurtring of which would disturb the very foun- 
dations of society. Mr. Clav did not hesitate to say 
that the passage of such a law would lie an exercise 
of power which by a single step woul-1 make a great- 
er and more alarming progress toward cocsoli-latiou 
than all other measures together which have lieen 
|iropoacd or adopted since the origin of tto govern- 
ment to which the imputation of that tendency has 
I een made. 

Tlie cooce«*ion of this power to the States for 
nearly seventy v ears, and the effect* which would fol- 
low in now disturbing it have lieen thought sufficient 
grounds for the expression in the resolutions that 
tlie proposed law would la- ill .*//—/; und iimnirmn/n- 
U r rrrrrhu of jworrr, and the resolutions do not call 
lor the expression of opinions as to ita constitution- 
ality in an alariroct sense. Gentlemen who lielieve 
ill the existence of the power can consistently unite 
with those who doubt or deuv it in supporting the 
'e olulions, unless they concur with the 1‘rosident 
that such a |s>wer should to exerched. 

When tlie Government commenced, tto country 
abounded in the material- for producing wealth. It 
had soil of unsurpas»ed fertility. Its p oplc were 
full of enterprise and activity; lint wealth had not 
(sen produced. Her coal mines were not even 
known toexiat. Neither salt nor iron were produced 
in any considerable qinnltlie-, and the amount ol 
her manufactures was insignificant. There was not 
sufficient capital ia the country io stimulate anil at- 
tract lalior, or to sustain such branches of induslrv 
a< require large outlays. 

There was a necessity such xs perhaps was never 
felt in any other countiv for Ihe aggregation of capi- 
tal. This has iiecn doue in all liie Rt ites l-v the 
encouragement i-f corporations, in which individuals 
can invest their surplus without hizirding all they 
have. The gmsl cliects of thus drawing out capital 
by encouraging its as-isiation have I een abundantly 
shown. The.-e corporations require visitation anil 
control, and w ho so competent for this ax the States 
w hich created I hero. Th y have grown to to a part 
of the iu-lii ui ions of the country. Nearly the w hole 
business cf l jre and Marine atid Life Insurance i 
thus carried on. Coal and iron mining is thua con- 
ducted lo a very large extent; manufacturing estali- 
lishments of all descriptions, railroads, evtn the 
larger institutions of learning and most of the 
churches and the groat charitable institutions of tbe 
country have toen built up and exijt under charters. 
Under the principle of the 1 iws pr- posed, Congress 
might put tt in the power of a single creditor to 
place their affairs in liquidation in bankruptcy; and 
i hat act of harkruptev might lie an act approved 
and authorized by the State. 

Suppove a church not being aide to pay a debt at 
the dtv it was due, a school or univtr-iiy’ struggling 
along in pecuniary embarrassment, a Masonic insti 
tutinn relying ui-on future due- to pay a present 
debt, a mining or manufacturing company with 
abundant resources but temporaril; involved, a rail- 
road company struggling under constant embarrass- 
ment, no matter how indulgent or lenient the mass 
of creditors might lie, such a law would place it in 
the power of a single one to sue out a bankrupt 
commission and bring men all under “the inexorable 
hammer of a federal commivsioner in hankruptev.” 
This is one of the most, carefully cherished powers 
of the State, one which she does not entrust to her 
own citizens as creditors, but reserves to her ewti 
tribunals, as a matter of general public interest, to 
pronounce judgment of forfeiture on proceedings in- 
stituted by and in the name of the State herself 
The power is so carefullv reserved, that, while rea- 
sonable remedies are allowed to creditors, no viola- 
tion of obligation, by these institutions authorizes a 
pre-c eding to destroy them except this proceeding 
tie hr the State herself. 

According to the last report of the late Secretary 
of the Treasury, there are already completed and in 
operation in the United States 19,93ti miles of rail- 
rosd, which have cost £776,551,1)72, of which some 
four hundred millions have toen subscritod and 
paid as capital stock and the residue ef which iv a 
debt partly funded in i-onds and partly floating, and 
the estimated cost of these roads, when fully com- 
pleted, is |l,ON,$)t | lI|, The stock in these roads 
has not generally to en sabsciitod as a desirable in- 
ve-tmeot, wi-h a view to large dividends, but from 
motive* of public spirit, of local emulation, and 
sith a view to the ton-fit* expected to the region 
through w bi. h tho roads may pass by bringing them 
nearer to a market, anil facilitating the transporta- 
tion of products and the intercourse of the people 
with distant tcightair*. Nearly all these roads have 
l-ee.i made under great difficulties, and their credi- 
tor* generally, in place of exacting instant payment 
•f their claims, have not only toen w illing to ex- 
tend indulgence, but frequently to make additional 
advance*. Sup|wv«e such a law as that recommend 
-il by the Pwnint through bis Secretary to have 
tieen in existence during the past twenty years, and 
thus put it in the power of a single creditor to throw 
he*e immense interests into liquidation by a bank- 
rup( commissioner, how many of these roads vyonlil 
now to in existence? A greater diecitiragemetit to 
'his dcscriptkm of enterprise can hardly lie imag 
ined. Take Tor example the great work in which 
the city I in part represent has so deep an interest—, 
in interest shared by the whole Green river portion 
of the State, tto lamisville and Nashville Railroad 
She has struggled along tinder d-flictiliies and em- 
(■arrassments, mneh increase of which would have 
strangled her in her earlier infancy. Ooly a few; 
months since many public-spiri-ed citizens of Lou- 
isville stepped forward and advanced npon her se 
curitie* £3'HI 000. not one dollar of which sum was 
.idvanced w ith a view to direct profit. Suppose a 
tow in existent- such as is rcomtneniled, which 
would enable anv grasping creditor to bri ’g this 
road into liouidation at Frankfort under the control 
of a Federal officer. The whistle of the loromotivs 
would not now to heard on it. Ample roni' dies are 
dread;- provided for creditors. The one p'opised, 
while it would not increase the security of creditor*, 
would to the death-warrant of th* indebted corpora. 
»i«>n. 

The favorite measure of the President is a bank- 
rupt law to apply to tbe banking institutions of tbe 
States. I »ur banking sy-tem bas its evils; hut they 
ire greatly overlialaured bv its tonefit*. Tlie sys- 
tem find- it* support in Hie wonderful activity uf tlie 
l-eople, ami in il* turn stimulates and batters enter. 
•rise. Tbe establishment of a banking system in 
-II commercial count rice; its l-eing continued it 
England and France, ami in these -States as it has 
• -een, sufficient ly shows, if anv shewing were nece.-- 
-arv. Ajiut it cannot well be tli-|»‘nsed with. Since 
ibe llaiooal Governm- lit h ie atondoued and abjured 
any ■ Tire over the currency except the coinage at the 
mints, State har ks have greHtlr increased. Tliey 
enable the trailer to buy the product of the farmer, 
ind thus save him from’ the hazard of trade, and io 
turn to anticipate his credit sales of l-to product so 
-ought and make other purcha-e*. They entourage 
•very species of enterprise, and they furnish to tin 
country a currency that is convenient and generally 
safe, ard without which Hie hn- iness of the com. try, 
without a radical revolution iu iu modes, could not 
tie conducted. It is a curious jumbling of theories, 
‘hat, while Congress denies lo herself the power 
u> make railroads in tbe States, the Ad minis 
'ration should p-up.ee a law which wouli 
interfere with the rights and regulations of the 
States respecting them, and while she abjures the 
power, so in'imately connected with power over 
commerce and currency, to provid - a national cur* 
rencyFuch as a bank would furnish, (list the adinin- 
istrition should in the general bankrupt |mwer find 
authority and rcrnnimetid such exercise of it as 
might place all the hanks of the States under Fed- 
eral control. Occasional revulvons are an inevita- 
ble result of the banking system, and in the absence 
of a National Bank are |-erha| s mote liable to oc- 
cur. They have tucurr* d in France, in E •'gland, 
•nd in this country. Senators up-ai this ll s;r re- 
me m tor more than one. My friend at mv left sug- 
gests that he has lived through three, and he has, 
we all hope, many years of usefulness yet in store. 
The country ha* within a few months witnessed an- 
other almost universal, hut which by prudent man- 
agement and great goo-1 fortune our banks were able 
to withstand: and you, sir, iu ihe ordinary chances 
of human life, will live to w in-esi another. They 
are an incident to Hie system, and when such occa- 
sional rev ulsions come, uud a suspension of specie 
pi'meats is raised, it does not detioy the credit 
md currency of tlie notes of well-regulated l.ai k t 
l b* wauls of the community retain them ns the 
medium for conducting its bu iness. States do not 
loexorably enfotce forfeitures if charters. In New 
York they have a Rute l-.tr krupt law applicable t*> 
“auks; and ia tlie recent commercial crisis, which 
caused them to suspend, the Rupretue Court found 
it necessary, to promote Hie pin die tranquillity, to 
announce extra-judiciallv that they would so con- 
strue the act aa not to force the banks iiito liquida- 
tion; and there was no time during the suspension 
that their notes were materially depreciated. Wha* 
would to day to the condition of the city of New 
York if, when the late temporary suspension oc- 
curred, her whole banking capital, with all tto 
debits and credits involved, hud been inqHiunded in 
the haid. of a bankrupt commissio er, as they 
would have been under such a law xs the adminis- 
tration is urging Congress to establish? 

Under the neglect of tbe General Government, the 
State bank system, notwithstanding this liu! ilitv to 
revulsions, has grown to to a necessity. It em- 
braces al most the entire relation of debtor and cred- 
itor in the Union. By the report made from the 
Treasury Department in 1856, there were in the 
United States 1,255 lianks with 143 branches, with 
an aggregate capital of *343 874,272. 

Their loans and discounts, with the amounts due 
from each other, were £711,539,764, and their im- 
mediate liabilities to depositors, noteholders, Ac., 
Were £461,173,568, making a total of indebtedness 
to and from them of £1,202,713,332 The mind can 
hardto grasp so immense a sum. No one within the 
sound of my voice has life enough in prospect to to 
able to count it. It* magnitude is totter realized 
by comparing it with other interests. The whole 
coinage of the mint since it* establishment amount, 
ed at the same time to less than O0ll,(l( XI. Xi„. 

whole export of cotton from 1821 to 1856 was onlv 
£1 ,958, 630, 000, not twk-e the amount of the indebt- 
edness to and by Ihe State laink*. The entire ex- 
ports from the United States in the highest year <’o 
not amount to a fourth of this turn. It is nearly 
equal to one-filth of the whole exportsof the count'* 
since 1790, which are £6,497,039 000, as -town l.'v 
the same report. It is more than one-tenth uf the 
value of all tbe property, real and p-reon «!, in Ito 
United States, xs shown by tto mins , f j» ,<) 
These banks have £Mb31 i,0fi,'> of spe. j- Tr-e(r 
circulation amounts to .*195,7t7,9.Ml. (m-gi-re. 
another commercial revulsion sufficient to induce 
suspension and Ute recommendation of the I’re-i- 
dent carved into law. and these vast iotirtst 
forced into sudden liquidation, tbe £195,000,000 of 
current' v becoming debts to !>e provid ar.d filed in 
the bankrupt offices, and to be paid they may iu 
instalment;!! and where is the money fo be found 
with which to pay these instalments.’

j " e hear dailv deprecation* of the credit svstem, 
and especially oi 1 paper money. Credit will always 

1 exist in prop .rtion to the industry and activity of a 
people, and a accessary effect off free institutions is 
to foster and stimulate it. it is doubtless stimulated 
by a convertible paper currency, and I have to learn 
that its evils are commensurate with its benefits. 
The cry of hard money currency is a meaningless 
sound in a country of the active enterprise 
cf this. The bullion in the Hank of England 
and of France together, as shown by the re- 
ports of 1856, did not amount to oiie half of 
the paper currency of the United States. Our 
currency, pajier and specie, amounts to more 
than one-half of all tto specie in all the Banks in 
Ihe world, which, according to tto estimate of Mr. 
Huhner, of Berlin, amounts to only £100,060,000. 
Convertible paper money is a necessity of active 
commercial enterprise — indeed, a necessity of all 
active industrial enterprises; sod if it were to-dav 
interdicted by law, or temporarily destroyed by the 
measures of' the Administration, it would again, 
when the country had recovered from the shock 
produced by its sudden destruction, spring up. It 
m not under despotic government*, or in half-civil- 
ized nation., that it prevails. The Bank of England 
iv not an institution of the Tudors or Stuarts; it 
was established afocr the establishment of constitu- 
tional litortv. Tlie whole prevailing system of 
credit and currency meets substantially tto wants 
■ •I" the p ople; as a system to to preserved and reg 
■dated, and not destroyed, and yet, if I atn correct 
in assuming from its pait history that occasional re- 
vulsions arc incident to the system, and most roue, 
when they happen, if they meet the proposed law, 
l to v will to struck down. Such was tbe object of 
a similar proposition in 1827, iu 1810, und as 1 to- 
be ve now. 

I do not tolieve that such results will happen. A 
free i-eople would not tolerate any law that would 
bring upon them a confusion greater than the confu- 
sion of tongues at ltabel. To adopt the language of 
Mr. Calhoun, “public indignation would paralyze 
the hand of the grasping creditor stretched to exe- 
cute it and sweep the act from the statute bo-k ere it 
could to enforced.” Widely as I differ from gen- 
tlemen who seem to approve of such legislation, I 
agree with the clause of tbe resolution that it is not 
probable that tbe views of the {’resident will to car- 
ried out. There is a limit b> representative power 
stronger than constitutions.

AFFAIRS AT FRANKFORT.

Fa ASK FORT, Jan. 23, 1858 — 3 P. M. 
The assassination, so to speak, of tbe new ciunty 
-if Iii-chauaa, proposed to be formed out of portions 
of Hardin, I-arae and Nel on had tbe effect of driving 
-rum the gaieties of tto capital half a do/.-.n pair of 
eyes (belonging to the same number of fair crea- 
-ures) which had toen corruscating in ball-rooms, 
blazing at concerts, and ilazzling tbe eyes of leg- 
islators. in the lobbies, all for tlie purpose of giving 
•o the denizen* of their town a court-house and a 
few other public buildings essential lo the proper 
enforcement uf tto decrees, judgments, and man- 
dates of tbe Blind Goddess. Failing in their en- 
lervors, however, to convince the assembled wis- 
dom of the State of tbe necessity of adding another 
Isurvd to “Old Buck's" blnjtkarj "brow by the forma- 
tion of a new county in honor of his name, and find- 
ing no longer any comfort in legislative balls, thev 
determined to seek a Sow //asm, and this morning's 
rain tore them away, to the great sot row of a nutn- 
l«r of gallant toaux, and a corresponding joy upon 
the part of aome members who were tired of the 
conflict totween their gallantry and their sense of 
doty. 

1 neglected to state in mv letter yesterday that 
the House of Representative* has concurred in the 
Senate amendment to the bill to prohibit the circu- 
lation of money of foreigu notes of a less denomina- 
tion than live dollars. The amendment simply 
make* the act take effect the 1st of June, instead of 
<he 1st of January. The [-resent Uegi l iture is evi- 
dently against paper money, especially hills of a 
small denomination. They seem to agree with Fa- 
ther Havens, who in one of his vermin* recently re- 
marked in tbe language of Scripture. “Gold and 
•liver are the Lord's," and added that “ paper 
money is an invention of man and the devil." 

The Senate to dav, concurred in the Governor’s 
lamination of U'rbm E. Ewing and Rich'd Knotts 
'o to tto State directors of the Bank of Kentucky, 
Henry T. Duncan and Madison C. Johnson to to 
Rtate directors of the Northern Bank of Kentucky, 
It. IV. Courts, David King, and George W. Ewing 
oi to State directors of the Southern Btnk of Ken- 
tucky, uud Philip Swigert and Madison C. Johnson 
io to directors for the Lexington and Frankfort rail- 
road. The appointments are very excellent ones, 
tnd I suppose will give, very general satisfaction. 
Mr. Irvin reported a hill extending the charters ol 
the Bank of Louisville, tto Bank of Kentucky and 
ihe Northern Hank. The hill propores to extend the 
•barters of the aforesaid institutions to the period of 
20 years, dating from the expiration of tbeirpreseat 
charts* respectively. The hill was made the special 
•rder of the day for Tuesday next, at 11 o’clock 
The same gentleman also reported a hill incorporat- 
ing the Planters' Bank of l’adueab, which was made 

■ he special order of Hie day for Thursday. The 
Senate a'so passed a bill extending the terms of tto 
court of appeals to 90 days, and longer if the busi- 
ness should require, instead of 60 days, the length 
-if time now fixed by law. 

A good deal of discussion was elicited when the 
bill to increase tbe salaries of public officers came 
tofore tlie Senate, in which Messrs. Andrews and 
i isk made able speeches in favor of the bilU and 
v eto replied to learnedly and lengthily by Messrs. 
Walton aad Rtidilulh. The discussion was kept ud 
till a late hour by different memtor#, and the pro- 
posal of a numtor of amendment*, all designed to 
nil U-e bill, which in mv opinion will ultimately lie 
•lone, from tto general character of opposition and 
he expression of opinion* of different nteintors.

IMPORTANT FROM WASHINGTON. 

Washington, Jan. 22. 

It is confidently stated in tho diplomatic circle* 
(-ere that a war totween Mexico ami Spain Is inevi- 
table. The latest advices from Mr. Ihslge, our 
Minister lo SpaiD, state that it is the generally re- 
vived opinion at Madrid that Spain will shortly 
-ii-kc a demonstration on Mexico, England and 
France to the contrary notwithstanding, and that 
active (i reparations to that end are now in progress, 
intimations of Santa Anna's complicity in the con- 
cmplitted invasion are also mooted. Tbe govern- 
ment has tent stringent orders to the Captain Gen- 
ral of Cuba to have tto Spanish naval forces iu 
America put at orcein the highest state of efficiency. 

On the other hand, letters received here by the 
last mail from Mexico, a day or two since, say that 
a negative reply to the Spanish preliminary propo-

Mexican Minister in Koglipd, and lo Renor I-afrs- 
>;ua, and that they are instructed by the Mexican 
government not to recede in a single point from the 
just demands that Mexico has made Tbe story 
'hat Santa Anna has toen lately in Havana is not 
uedittd here, although it is known that his agents 
are actively at work there, and possess thefaverof 
the government. 

The double-headed mission from England does 
not seem to to getting along smoothly. Rivalry 
and jes lousy ha* alreidy manifested itself on more 
than one occasion.

Tmt Da visit Sorxti Dora.— We have heretofore 
said so much of this question in onr column* that 
I we can’t afford to let ita conclusion pass without a 
word of romment, especially a* it has been conclu- 
ded precisely as we predicted it would to, from the 
tim, and more especially as there it an evident dis- 
position in certain quarters to exalt its conclusion 
into a wonderful diplomatic triumph. It certainly 
is no snch thing. 

We are not, however, about to review the question 
at any length. A word or two will suffice to set its 
issue in a true light. When President Piercer ob- 
tained leave from Congress to abrogate the treaty 
of 1826 according lo its own provisions, and an- 
nounced to Denmark in an arrogant tone that onr 
right to exemption from the Sound dues was “clear 
and unquestionable," and, moreover, that, after the 
appointed expiration of the treaty, we should en- 
force that right, if necessary, at tbe cannon's mouth; 
and when, subsequently, Mr. Marcy, President 
Pierce's Secretary of State, sharply refused to go 
into a Conference which Denmark proposed to the 
great commercial powers for the purpose of adjust- 
ing tbe question by capitalization or some kindred 
scheme, on the ground that paying Denmark for 
discontinuing th* dues would be recognizing her 
right to levy them, which neither our dignity nor 
our honor, tto Secretary said, would permit us to 
do or eveu to think of; when, we say, tbe Pierce 
Administration was putting on these lofty airs, and 
strutting the stage of diplomacy- like a colossus, on 
the score of having thus heroically bearded little 
Denmark, we repeatedly called attention to the 
contemptible bluster, expressing our firm convirtion 
that the Administration, notwithstanding ita bully- 
ing, would in the end tamely submit lo Hie scheme 
adopted by the Conference, whatever it might le. 
We hail beard Locofoco Administrations cltmor in 
tohalf of “clear and unquestionable" rights tofore, 
and had a very distinct remembrance of tbe manner 
in which they commonly enforced them. We felt a 
decided assurance that President Pierce, like one of 
his illustrious predecessors, would manifest great 
alacrity, the moment it tocame convenient or neces- 
sary, in dropping from the vaporing point of fifty- 
four forty to the modest degree of forty-nine. It ia 
now almost superfluous to sar that w* were not 
mistaken. 

The Conference proposed by Denmark, and so 
loftily disowned l.y tbe Pierce Administration, was 
duly held, embracing re pre tentative* from all tbe 
commercial powers lying on the Baltic, toe powers, 
bv tbe wav, chiefly concerned in the question, and, 
after full delitoration, adopted tbe scheme of capi- 
talization, as suggested *>y Denmark in the first in- 
stance. According to this scheme, the Danish Gov- 
ernment receive* a fixed snm, assessed upon the va- 
rious commercial power* in proportion lo th* extent 
of th: trade of each through tbe Sound, in complete 
discharge of the dues for all time to come. Tbe 
arrangement, concluded in lordly indifference to tbe 
haughty protest of the Pierce Administration, pro- 
vi'les that such powers aa were not represented in 
the Conference, and accordingly were not parties to 
the agreement, shall to taxed as tofore nntil they 
give in their adhesion. This provision was aimed 
directly at the United States. The question was 
thus taken entirely out of our hands, and adjusted 
by the principal commercial powers of Europe in de- 
fiance of our protest, leaving us to tbe alternatives of 
submission and war — one of tto most contemptu- 
ous snubs that ever a respectable nation received. 
The Pierce Administration was saved the necessity 
of choosing totween thee* alternatives by timely 
death, but its successor, tto Bacbanvn Administra- 
tion, has toen compelled to face the issue, and has 
chosen mbmUtiom. And tbe treaty just concluded 
with Denmark is tto formal expression of that 
choice. If, now, the friends of Locofocoism can 
perceive anything triumphant in this, they are wel- 
come to all the solace it affords to their political 
pride. 

The plain truth is that Ito treaty, though wise 
an-1 politic in itself, and precisely- what we ought to 
have accepted at first, is a mortifying defeat to Lo- 
cofoco diplomacy. Indeed, it is in some degree a 
fit subject for national chagrin. Il is a point-blank 
backing down, under tbe most damaging circum- 
stances. After rushing on the theater of European 
affairs, in the pe rson of the Pierce Administration, 
with our sleeves rolled up, with lightning in our 
eyes and thunder in our tones, and in th* face of the 
great European powers, interested tenfold as deeply 
os ourselves, declaring that the Sound dues were a 
n iked piratical levy, that our il^ht to exemption 
from them was “clear and unquestionable," that we 
would boldly enforce it, if needs to, at the cannoa's 
mouth, and that we could not and would not stul- 
tify ourselves by consenting to pay Denmark for 
granting what we claimed as a high national right, 
af-er perpetrating this piece of stupendous gascon- 
ade in tto eye* of all Europe and of the world, we 
have quietly withdrawn, in the perron of tbe Bu- 
chanan Administration, suhmisaively accepted the 
terms prescrilied to us by Denmark, supported by 
tor European neigh tors, and swallootred, without 
even the redeeming incident of a wry face, every 
sounding wonl th it ws ever uttered on the subject. 
So far from toiag a triumph to ear diplomacy, the 
affair i* a most humiliating discomfiture, and has 
unquestionably tended very seriously to lower our 
poeition ia tbe estimation of the Cabinets of Europe. 
The loss of diplomatic prestige to the nation which it 
involves is deplorable. We have not suffered ma- 
terially in tbe case, for, as we have already inti- 
mated, we hare got by the treaty- all that we ought 
to have demanded, hut, what is a great deal worse 
than material harm, we have experienced that sort 
of injury which results from making a prodigious 
fool of one'# self. It will probably require years of 
sagacious and discreet diplomacy to remove tbe im- 
pression which this bungling bravado has produced 
in the minds of European .Statesmen. 

Statu Scii-TRr. vsr kif_s — A friend write* to ns 
from Illinois, expressing some apprehension that the 
Democracy of Kentucky may act upon onr sugges- 
‘.ion that the Sub-Treasury system is just as wise 
and beneficial for the States as it is for tto nation. 
He fears, now that we have put the suggestion into 
their heads, that they will carry it out, to the seri- 
ous detriment of the interests of the State. Onr 
Illinois friend doesn't know tbe Kentucky Demo- 
cracy as well as we do. If he did, he would feel as 
little apprehension on this score as a Dogmatist of 
old would have felt for the personal safety of a 
Py-rrhonist friend, after having suggested to him 
that, if Hun is no such thing as matter, a man nuy 
throw him-elf down a precipice or to run over by 
chariots without Hie slightest harm. The conserva- 
tive instinct of human nature is as strong now aa it 
ever was, and though our Kentucky Democracy are 
-•ertainly capable of some very destructive things, 
they have a remarkably wholesome dread of cutting 
their own throats. We don't suppose that they 
could to goaded into a State Sub-Treasury system 
with ten thousand red hot pokers in the hands of as 
many impt of vengeance. 

We, however, have no objection to letting our cor- 
respondent set forth in onr columns the consequences 
of such a system as established in his own State. 
“Tto Illinois Democracy,” to says, “more told 
than their neighbors, hare long since engrafted tto 
principle* of that system on tbe financial lairs of this 
State. All of the collection* and disbursement* of 
the government are made in gold and silver. Yon 
may judge of its disastrous results by its effects in 
this county. The property ia the county is valued 
at between eight and nine millions of dollars, upon 
which a tax is imposed of one hundred and twenty- 
tire thousand dollars, or nearly that. To pay this 
enormous amount there is about twenty thousand 
dollars of county orders io the humli of the tax 
ptyers. The balance, £105,000, must he paid in 
gold or silver. The absorbing inquiry here is, 
where is the coin to come from? That it is not in 
the county is conceded by every one. Then tbe tax 
payer must either go to the bankers and pay a pre- 
mium of four or five per cent, for gold or suffer ttoir 
property to to sold at ruinovs rates ta pay their 
t txes. And after their personal property has toen 
swept from them, their last horse and cow sold un- 
der tbe hammer, if any part of the tax remains 
u tpaid, their hornet — the very booses that shelter 
ttoir wives and children from tto pelting of tto 
pitiless storm — will be sold to satisfy the cormorant 
demand* of thi* iniquitous system. And in order 
lo redeem their house*, they will to required 
to pay double the amount of the taxes assessed 
against them. Of course all who can will, to 
avoid the distressing alternative, pay the premium 
d tmaoded for the gold — say they will have lo give 
five per cent, for twin, then tbe tax-payers of this 
r-wtnty will have, in addition to the heavy tax, to 
pay £5,250. When tbe coin is paid into the treasu- 
ry, it is then disbursed among tbe officers of the 
Rute (except the amount going in payment of the 
State debt) who sell it at a premium. Thu*, yon 
peroeive, tbe office-holders are by the operation of 
this system enalded to speculate on tbe hooest earn- 
ing* of the peopl*. But I one to permitted to say 
that the young and growing energies of Ihi* State 
c in bear up under every burden. Democratic mis- 
rule may retard her progress and th* development 
of her inexhaustible resources, but it cannot destroy 
tbeoi.” 

This, though perhaps an imperfect, is, wa have 
n-i doubt, a faithful representation of the operation 
I of the hard money system in Illinois, and affords 
SUM intelligible hint of what it would be in Ken- 
tucky and elsewhere, if adopted. But it will never 
b ; adopted. Onr friend in Illinois may sat his heart 
t> rest on this point. Th* Kentucky Democracy 
especially would as soon think of adopting polygamy 
i o.- Fourierism.

“IXIA.— Being addressed sometime sim-eon the sub- 
ject of Mr. Eli Thayer’s scheme of Yankee emigra- 
Hun to Virginia, Gov. Wine promptly re pried in # 
letter of characteristic pith and more than character- 
istic judgment, the principal portion of which is as 
j follows: 

I am “cognizant" of no “matter appertaining to 
the origin, object*, and protol-ie results of this en- 
terprise,” which have not been given to tbe public. 
Officially, I have nothing to do with tbe subject . ex- 
cept it to mail* apparent, by proper and sofftcient 
proof, that combinations nr associations are formed, 
in or out of the Rute, to cause invasions or incite 
insurrection, or to prevent the execution of our laws, 
e-peciallv those for the jirotcction of property io 
-lares. Any aseociation or combinations formed 
under any pretext, coming into oar limit* with tho 
avowed or manifest purpose and act of impairing tbe 
valne of property in* slaves, would be against tbe 
laws of tto Commonwealth, which I will “take care 
rhall to faithfbhy executed. " Nn such association 
or combination has my approbation, sad it will have 
to encounter all tto power vested in me by the con- 
stitution to resist and overcome any *uch unl awful 
intent or purpose, and to enforce the execution of 
tbe laws. 

But in saying tbio, 1 disci -im all meaning to in- 
terfere with peaceful and lawful immigration into 
the limits of onr Commonwealth, (for State needs 
settler* to develop her vast resources: and I would, 
from (-olicy and without fear, encourage immigrants 
to come to onr waste lands sod improve them, to 
increase our population, our weabh, our revenue, 
and our State ami Federal strength. And so con- 
scious am I of the power of Virginia to protect 
ansi defend her institutions and tlw persona and 
property of her citizen*, in her own limit* at least, 
that I would neither feel, nor betray any fear, if 
felt, which would repel lawful immigration and set- 
tlement. That .State mu-t t-e weak, indued, which 
would, from mere apprehension, arrest the pro- 
gress of her development lest she could not pre- 
serve her peace, protect her perron* and property, 
»B<1 enforce her law*. I have on fear, therefore, 
that any emigration sc heme intended to affect Vir- 

E ioia cm endanger either her honor, her right*, 
er posses. inns, or her peace in her own limits. 

No matter what may to the newspaper rnmori. 
however calculated lo alarm the timid or to excite 
the excitable, ,* |„ add fuel to tbe fires of agitation, 
my countel is calmly to invite .'ettlera to our lands, 
to offer them every facility ami favor of good 
rcighlio'h.sKl; la give them all the protection at 
pence; to encourage them in increasing plenty, by - 
multiply ing the hand* and vocation.* of Ltior, and 
to allow them to abide with u* under our law* so 
long as they will otov those laws, and respect all 
rights under them. Indeed, I know of no laws, 
•Stale or Federal, which do not require this rule to 
l>e observed toward all immigraoti of good liehn- 
vior. The right to remove from one .S' ale and to 
settle in another, comply iog with the laws, w a re- 
ciprocal right of the citizen* of the te-pectivr 
States, under the Constitution of the United State-. 
W’hy not calmly wait, then, for the fact, as it mav 
arise? If the act and the intent o. immigration 
shall manifest themselves to to un'awful, »e have 
the power to enforce tbe laws; aDd, if lawful, we 
ought to encourage settlement, and are tx-und to 
extend protection to innocent and lawful immi- 
grants. At all events, let ua lie manlv in ouracline. 
and not move from the prompting* t-f mere appre- 
hension and fears. 

Now thia is sensible and statesmen-like. It has 
lieen a long time tiace we have felt able to ray so 
much in favor of anything from the hand v-f Henry 
A. Wise, but we say it now with great pleasure. 
When Mr. Eli Thayer's emigration scheme was first 
announced to tbe public, exciting, aa it did, the 
more hairbrained of the Virginia presses to much 
aliturd vaporing against it, we took ocranion lo 
point out tbe folly autl injustice of opposing lawful 
and peaceful immigration by violence or aoything 
approaching it, and even vrntnred to as ert that, in 
attempting to frighten away these enterprising set- 
tlers from the Old Dominion, the presse i in question 
not only were setting at defiance justice and consti- 
tutional right, but were blindly trampling on tbe 
true interests of the Commonwealth. We believed, 
and said, that the Virginia editors sad others who 
were executing grand flourishes on paper and else- 
where at the expense of the Yankee emigrants were 
as sap-headed as they were hot-headed, that they 
were equally destitute of the spirit and of Ihe knowl- 
edge of statesmen, that, in short, they knew as little 
os they cared about tto tost means of promoting the 
public weal. We denounced their course aa silly 
and unwarrantable. We were very thoroughly as- 
sured of all this, and did not doubt that time would 
speedily vindicate its truth. But we confess we 
were hardly bold enough to think that Gov. Wise 
would step iu ahead of time and vindicate it himself. 
Yet he has -tone so, as this excellent letter show*, 
and we gratefully acknowledge the fact. With all 
hi* lamentable irregularities and extreme* of intel- 
lect, Gov. Wise unquestionably has a vein of solid, 
shining common sense. To be sura it doesn't crop 
out once in fifty miles of nonsense and vagary, lint 
it is A* him, and, though at exceedingly rare inter- 
vals, it does come out. The postage we have quoted 
it as practical, sagacious, wise, prudent, enlarged, 
liberal, ami statesman-like a* tbe most enlightened 
could desire. It* tone is worthy of Henry Clay 
himself. It is abreast with tto most advanced spirit 
and intelligence of the country. Who knows that 
Wioe may not come to something once more?

| en t (Q witness the vaat numbers that composed the 
convention and to feel in their hearts the influence 
of the deep, strong, and irresistible enthusiasm that 
pervaded the whole body of delegates and cheered 
them in the good work tiefore them. Whatever 
doubts or apprehensions may have been entertained 
by lukewarm Americans, whatever misgivings may- 
have tinged with pallid fears the thoughts of any

“He i*," says the 
Tribnoe, which, in spite to its detestable Freesoilism, 
is often just, and nearly always aide, “the son of 
Matthew Carey, an Irish patriot of '98, who was for 
more than a qu trier of a century one of the ablest 
end most influential Democratic editors who sus- 
tained the administrations of Thomas Jefferson and 
James Madison. A. such, be wrote some of the best 
and most convincing essays in favor of the protection 
of home industry ever penned by man. To him and 
to hi* Democrat!' cotemporerv and compeer, lleae- 
kiuh Niles, is this country more indebted for their 
writings in behilf of this pdicy than to all her sol- 
diers since George Washington. If the editor of 
the States never read these w ritings to Hezekiah 
Niles and Matthew Carey, his ignorance is to lie 
cjutpasaionated, bat his mode of betraying it is 
most .maladroit and unfortunate.

If there he any states- 
man iu America whose library does not contain the 
writings of Ueoiy C. Carey — his ‘‘Past, Present, 
and Future" and “Harmony of Interests" especial- 
ly — then is that library more defective than its own- 
er should be wiltiog to acknowledge. It is hardly 
possible that Mr. Carey’s writings should not con- 
tinae In instruct and bensfit his countrymen long af. 
tet James Buchanan shall have Iran practically for- 
gotten.' Noearoest student of Mr. Carey's will hes- 
itate to ssy amen to that, and very many, seeing 
what marvellous life there is in the giest master* of 
(bought, may lie inclined to extend the period of 
ns usefulness long after even the memory of James 
Buchanan shall have faded from the minds of men. 

Toe letters in question, we should add, are found- 
ed on the financial section of the President's me— 
.age, and, though of course perfectly annihilating 
in their exposure of the shallowness and falsity of 
Mr. Buchanan's views, are couched in language aa 
courteous and reverent a* ever melted on the lips of 
a Knight of old. They are, indeed, aa reapecta tone 
and spirit, models of controversial epistles. In method 
an I style, they are, like all Mr. Carey's writings, 
simple, natural, and wonderfully lucid. Though 
grounded iu a profound philosophy, they are exceed- 
ingly popular in form, and, without any of the se- 
ductive charm* of manner, will enlist and rivet the 
interest of the moat unlettered in the land. They 
are certainly among the most actnal and circum- 
stantial productions that we ever read on the sub- 
ject of which they treat- They are literally crowd- 
ed with the facta and circumstances of our commer- 
cial and financial history. If facta are re illy “atul>- 
beru thing*," the free-trade Democracy will find 
these letters of Mr. Carey’s totally unmanageable.

Sir: In common with a large portion to onr fel- 
low citizens, I have Inoktd with much anxiety for 
the app-arance nf your message— hoping for six-nc 
' uggeslio" s tending towards the relief to the an u- 
tii unity’ , from the accumulated evils under which it 
now fo :evertlv suffers. In this, however, I have 
Iran disappointed, having found therein (inly the 
assurance, that, while the government “cannot fail 
deeply to *ympathi»e" with th* people in their dii- 
tres-es, it is wholly ‘’without the power to extend 
relief" — the cause to difficulty living to lie found in 
the vicious action of the local institutions, which are 
beyond the teach of any action of the central gov- 
ernment. Fur more than forty years, a* we are here 
asnired, the history of the country has been one ot 
“extravagant expansions in the business nf the 
country followed by ruinous contractions. At suc- 
cessive intervals,” as you continue to sav, “the liest 
and most enterprising" men have been tempted to 
their ruin by excessive bank loans of mere paper 
credit, exciting them to extravagant importations of 
foreign goods, wild speculations, and ruinous and 
demorali-ing stock-gambling. When the crisis ar- 
rives, as arrive it must, tlie banks can extend no 
relief tn the people. In a rain struggle U redeem 
their liabilities in specie, they are compelled to 
contract their loans and their issues; and, at last, 
in the hour of distress, when their assistance it most 
needed, thev and their debtors together sink into 
insolvency/’ 

For all tbese difficulties, we are, as you have here 
informed vour constituents, indebted to the excess 
of power In the States. “The framers of the Con- 
stitution,” io your opinion, having given “to Con- 
gress the [lower ‘to coin tnonr v and to regulate the 
value thereto,' and prohibited tht States from coin- 
ing money, emitting bills of credit, or making any- 
thing but gold and silver coin a tender in payment 
to debts, sup|iosed they had protected the people 
against the evils of an excessive and irredeemable 
paper currency. They are not,” in your opinion, to 
lie held “responsible for the existing anomaly, th*,’ 
a government endowed with the sovereign attribute 
to coining money and regulating the value thereof, 
should have no |mwer to prevent others front driving 
this coin out of the country, and filling np the chan- 
nels of circulation with paper which does not repre- 
sent gold and stiver.” 

The Constitution having, in this respect, as you 
suppose, proved a total failure, the remedy is, as 
you -aeetn to think, to lie found in increasing the 
power of the Federal Government, at the expense of 
those to the States. Admitting the facts to be pre- 
cisely as you appear to think them, you ate certain- 
ly right, and the runner we make the change the 
better will it tw, not only for ourselves but for the 
world at large, so frequently disturbed by revul- 
sions consequent, as it would’ seem, upon the exist- 
ence of our Federal system. Before, however, de- 
eding that the faolt does really lie with the States, 
and. still more, liefore deciding to make a change in 
that direction, it would, as it teems" to me, be well 
calmly to review the pasL giving the Lets in the 
precise order to their occurrence, and thus enabling 
our fellow-citizec* to determine for themselves 
whether tha difficulties vou have so well itescribed 
have had their origin in the excess of ceutral or of 
local action. Such an examination might prove 
that the cause of those revulsions lay with the cen- 
tral government; and. if so, then any motion in the 
direction yon have indicated would but augment the 
evils under which we suffer. F'irtnly believing that 
such would lie it* result, I am induced to address to 
you this letter, doing so in the full confidence thru 
you would much rejoi« in having it demonstrated, 
that, the cause of error nof lieing found ill the local 
action, we might safely permit the Constitution ti 
remain untouched, leaving the local authorities t< 
continue in the exercise of all the powers not ex- 
pressly parted with, when the sovereign State* uni 
led in the formation to our present Union. It lieing 
the tendency of power tn steal from the hands oi 
the many tn tlmae to the few, “liliertv,’’ as ha* sc 
well Iran said by one of vour illustrious predeces- 
sors, “can lie maintained only at the price of eternal 
vigilance;" ard if, bv reason of failure in its exer 
vise, we should, tinder your guidsnee. make anv 
step in a direction adverse to freedom, it would t'u 
y ou, 1 am well assured, lie cause of great and per- 
manent regret. YY’itbout apilogy, therefore, it ie 
that I ask your attention totne following brief sum- 
mary to our history in the past half century. 

F'rom 1807 to 18lo we were, in a great degree, 
driven from the ocean and forced to look home waul 
for our commerce— aon-interconrse laws having fol- 
lowed closely on the heels to an embargo, and that, 
in ita turfi, having Iran succeeded hy a war wit! 
England. Manufactures had, of course, grown 
rapidly — making a market at home for all the pro 
duct* nf the earth, and ensi ling the consumers and 
the producers to take their places by each other'i 
aide. As a consequence of this it was, that, aftet 
the close of the war, there existed throughout th- 
country a degree of prosperity such a* had never 
b-fore Iran knowr. Farmers aad planters wen 
rich, for the prices they obtained were great. Me- 
cfi inic* ws e prosperous— their i-ervices being every- 
where in demand. The revenue wa. larged for Un- 
people could afford to pay for the products of foreigr 
ian'la. The government was strong, for it was rapid- 
ly diminishing thi public debt. 

Lea* than two vearj later, however, the whole wa- 
changed — the duties on imports having then beet- 
much reduced, and ad cabrrtm duties, to a consider 
aide extent, substituted for tho*e which had lie*!, 
specific. The consequences of this speedily exhibit- 
ed themselves in the extensive closing of nnnufac. 
taring establishment.’ —in the creation and f.iilure ot 
numerous lank* — in the decline in price of all the 
products of the farm and the plantation, and the 
ruin of fanners and planters— in the diminished 
demand for la I err — in the growth of pauperism- 
in the export of specie — and in a growing publk 
debt. F'ree trade had found the country, in 1816 
in a state of high prosperity, hut it loft it almost 
ruined. 

YY’ith the year 1824 there came a partial change, 
followed in 18J8 bv a more exten ive ooe — the cen 
tral government then changing its policy from a fret 
trade to a protective one. Here, again, the effect* 
were speedily seen in the revival of manufactures — 
in the demand for the products of the earth — in the 
import of specia— in no increase of the public reve- 
nue, so great as to reqaire the emancipation of tea, 
••offer, and other commodities, from all rontrifintiot 
to the public revenue — in the final extinction of thi 
public delit — in a general prosperity, public or pri- 
vate— and in a feeling throughout the community ol 
Strength and power, far ex. -ceding even that whirl 
followed the return of peace in 1815. That pros- 
perity, however, we* a quiet and tranquil on* — 
lb. re having Iran but little speculation, and, there- 
fore, little tendency toward the creation of unneces- 
sary banks. The few that had Iran created had 
fooinl their places in the Eastern States. The total 
numlier in 1*30 was but 321 against 307 t lint bad 
existed ten year* previously; sud the increase in the 
• mount of capital wa. but $3,000,0)10 — the £107,- 
000,000 of 1820 being represented in 1830 by £ 110 ,- 
000 , 000 . 

Again, however, in 1834 the system of the central 



government was changed — provision, having been 
made in 1833 for the gradual passage from a protec 
live to a merely revenue taritl, the last stage ol

which was to be reached in 1842. Numerous tank-, 
were now again created; enormous foreign debts 
were incurred; and the re-ult was seen in tlie insol- 
vency to the banks — the ruiu of tlie roerebante — ‘.be 
prostration of the tanners and planters — the drain 
of specie— the repudiation of States — and th* bank- 
ruptcy of the treasury — the government itself lieing 
reduced to the use of inconvertible paper money ar 
the only means by which the machine to State could 
t<e kept in motion. 

Once again, in 1842, the system of the central 
government was changed — highly protective tariff 
having Iran substituted for the reveuue one of 1841- 
2. Few, if any, lianks were now created; foreign 
debts were now paid off ; lianks now resumed pay- 
ment; merchants becaoie, once again, proaperour; 
specie flowed io; States liecame again aide to col- 
lect their taxes, and thereby redeem themselves 
from the disgrace of repudiation; and the revenue 
increased rapidly, while the peaeeful policy of the 
country greatly facilitated reduction in the sums 
demanded from the treasury. Peaceful and quiet 
prosperity was the characteristic of this period — 
there having Iran no speculative movement what- 
soever, snd. therefore, no inducement for any ex- 
tension of the number of institutions employed in 
money operation*. At no period in the history of 
anv country had there existed so high a degree ol 
court Jence in the future, is was found hen- existing, 
in the jeer which preceded the esact meot of the 
revenue act of August, 1840. 

By that act the system of the central government 
wss once more changed — protection having been 
abmdoned, and the tariff having been adjusted with 
reference to revenue alone. It has now Iran in ex- 
istence eleven yearr— years characterised by an 
amount of instability and uncertainty ill all "com- 
mercial affair*, almost equal to that "which existed 
in the period which embraced the entliargn and non- 
intercourse acta, and tlie war which followed. Bank, 
innumerable have been created. Privet have risen 
and fallen repeatedly — -‘.he changes having Iran 
great, almost tieyond all previous precedent. F’lour 
and cotton have, at time*, lieen loner in price than 
had ever liefore been known; while, at others, they 
have exhibited a tendency toward rising to the |«iint 
at which they had stood at the passage of the free 
trade act to 1816. The result is seen in the fact that 
the manufacturers and tlie merchants are ruined— 
th it the number of jterson* unemployed is great, 
beyond all farmer precedent— that the price* of all 
ixir tuples are falling with great rapidity —(.hat our 
ship* are unemployed — ‘hat our Links have again 
Iran driven to suspension — that the revenue lias 
failed — snd that, notwithstanding the receipt of hun- 
dred* of millions of California gold, the government 
i* reduced again to the neoe only of uring an incon- 
vertible paper money as the only means of keeping 
itself afloat. 

In a state of barbarism, theories a’loond, and 
they do eo, lieeinae, in default of knowledge, almost 
every occurrence is regarded a* accidental, or is at- 
tributed to the direct interposition of some imagin- 
ary lieing, good or evil, as the chance mav lie. YY’itb 
time, however — the regular succession ot cause and 
effect coming lobe understood — men, by degree- 1 , 
arrive at tlie knowledge of the existence of law/, by 
which the movements of Imih men snd matter are 
gnverred. YVhat, then, is the law, that may lie de- 
duced from the aliove brief history? In reply, it 
may lie aaid, that t» /rery rate In which tbr cent nil 
yorcrument bat mured In one direction , few banks hive 
Iran created- — speculation has Iran trivial— specie 
ha* flowed in— the credit to the banks has Iran 
maintained- manufacturers, merchants, farmers, 
and planters have Iran prosperous — States have 
paid their interest — the revenue ha* Iran abundant, 
and the pul-lie debt has Iran diminished — leaving, 
to the succeeding policy, a people in a state of high 
prosperity — a^ community growing in power, and in 
the respect with which they have lieen regarded— 
snd a government becoming, from day to dav, more 
Independent in it* action. 

On the other hand, we see that tn erery cate in 
which it hat moved m on opposite direction the reverse 
effects have been produred, many bank* having 
been r-eited, speculation having Iran carried to the 
pitch almost to phrenzy, specie having flowed out, 
th# monetary inatitutiona of the country having; 
*»##n on l»oth th# last oertaions driven to suspenMoci, 
manufacturer* and merchant*, farmer* and id;»n»- 
er* having been ruined, <Uv*lavn having ken #n- 
ac*ed. States having repudiated their debts, revenue 
having declined until it has almost reared and the 
public debt having increased, leaving to the suc- 
ceeding policy, a people in a *tate of ruin, a com- 
muni'y declining in power and in the respect of the 
world, and a treasury almost bankrupt. 

.Such being the facts presented for con^iderrtion, 
on a survey of the policy of the country for a long 
period of fifty years, the law to oe deduced there- 
from would seem to be at* follows: Under Utesjf.i'tm 
trfuch looks to bringing together the producer and the 
consumer , the commun ty tnrrenstv tn strength, wealth 
and power; whereas, and* r that which Wn to separat ■ 
•ng the consumer awl prinlucer , and is known os “/* ree 
trade ” it declines hi all — becoming da tig poorer , break- 
er, and more dependent 

That lieing the law , it would seem to follow that 
the cause of ruin is to be found in the central gov- 
ernment; and that it ia to a modification of its action, 
and not to that of th» local government*, ive should 
lo'k for remedie* for existing evil*. That such I* 
certainly the ca-e, I propose to offer further evidence 
in another letter — remaining meanwhile, with great 
re*pect, Y’our obed’t servant.

XXXVTH CONGRESS— FIRST SESSION. 
Thursday's Proceedings. 

Yv initio i dn, Jan. 28. 

Smote. — Mr. Foote introduced a propost ion as an 
amendment to Mr. Davis's I’acific railroad bill ia 
case that a m ijority of tbe select committee shall 
fail to agree to tbe latter bill. It had his concur- 
rence in tbe committee, but, if it was defeated, he 
wished to add a clause for a Northern route to the 
bill of Mr. Davis. 

Mr. Davis said his bill did not specify any route. 
Mr. Foote remarked that he did not intend it as 
antagonistic to Mr. Davis’s bill, but as additional, 
IO as to have two router— x Northern and a South- 
ern. 

Mr. Slidell, from the Select Committee appointed 
to consider tbe Iranking system in the District of 
Columbia, reported a bill to prohibit the issue of 
’•ank notes by corporation*, associations, or individ- 
ual*, and to prevent bank notes front lieing issued 
within the District of Columbia by any corporation 
located beyond its limits of a less denomination 
than £50. 

The 1411 was made a special order for the second 
Tue*day in February. 

Mr. Slidell also reported a resolution that the 
committee de»m it inexpedient to authorize the n- 
tabltshment either bv general or special laws a bank 
of issue within the District of Columbia. 

On motion of Mr. Ham’din a resolution was adop- 
ted instructing the Committee on Commerce to in- 
quire into tbe expediency of repealing the law cre- 
ating a bght-bort-e board. 

Mr. Hale, alluding to an editorial in the Union on 
hi* estimate of the expense* of the army, read from 
official documents to substantiate his statements. 

Mr. Davis said that the Senator fell into tlie error 
of charging everything to the expenses of the army 
which was expended forfortilicitions. These form- 
ed no part of the expenses of tbe army any more 
than the capitol extension or the YY'ashington aque- 
duct. 

The 1 411 to increase the army was taken np. 

Mr. Toombs said there wa* no necessity for the 
passage of tlie bill on account of Indim hostilities, 
for there had not Iran an embodiment of Icviians 
within the country for twenty-five years past which 
was capable of fighting two thonsard men. YVith 
regard to the Mormon troubles, he deemed it ridic- 
ulous to suppose that Brigham Young was able to 
compete with three thousand United States troops. 
Hence there was no necessity for the increase on 
that score. 

Sir. Toombs, in alluding to tbe remarks nf Mr. 
Iverson yesterday — who said it it had not Iran fur 
tlie troops in Kansas the alxditionists would F.ave 
Iran extermint ted — and to those of Mr. Chandler — 
who thought if such had been the care a fearful re- 
taliation would have been visited upon the border 
settlements of Missouri — remarked that he would 
not enter into any controversy on those point*, but 
would not vote to give a single man for the purpose 
of maintaining | eace in Kansas, uffi'-over might hold 
the power there. Expert nee and history for cento- 
riei hadilcmomtratnlthat order maintained hy reg- 
ular soldiers was despoti.ni, and peace only so main- 
tained was the cemetery of liberty. He would not 
maintain peace in Kansu- on surh terms nor have 
order there at such co-t. If freemen could not main- 
tain peace and order among themselves, they were 
unworthy tbe exercise of self-government and were 
not lit to be freemen. A regular armv had alwavs 
Iran the instrument of despotism. There was tn t 
a despotic gov eminent in Europe to day wbicn 
could stand ninety days without it. He earnestly 
exprested his opposition to a regular soldiery except 
eo far as actually necessary for tbe common defence. 

’Ihe hour having arrived for tbe consideration to 
tbe special order of the day, the Paulding medal 
question was taken up. 

Mr. Pearce, in the course of his remarks, said 
that a grand jury iu New Orleans, by writing “ig- 
noramus" on a bill of indictment against YY’alker, 
hid by that word expressed it* own character, lie 
ree nded Paulding entirely and justified hti conduct. 

If lie committed an error at all, it was not a grave 
error, but the smallest fractional part of an error. 
Paulding had hit hearty thanks and doubtlessly the 
thanks of the ma-* of the people of tbe couutrv; 
but he would not vote him a medal, for that was cot 
the description to service for which such marks of 
approbation -h"uM Ite bestowed. 

Mr. Slidell entirely di-approved tbe act of Pauld- 
ing sud honed the President either had recalled or 
would recall him. lie equally disapproved the mo 
Uvea and course of YValk-r. He bad no confidence 
in him either at a soldier or state-man. YY'alker’s 
past course had shown him incompetent in the cabi- 
net a* well as in the field. In conclusion. Mr. Sli- 
dell submitted an amendment to the bill reported by 
the committee on foreign relationr, authori.-ipg the 
President to suspend tbe neutrality laws at discre- 
tion, not exceeding twelve month', and, iu case tbe 
President should do so, to communicate the reasons 
therefor to Congress.

AFFAIRS AT FRANK FORT. 

LSpccktl Corrc.^*ondence of the Ix>ufrvUI«> Journal.j 
Frankfort, J;in. 2fi, 3 I*. M. 
Tlie chief subject nf di<*cuitsu>n in the Seiutte to- 
day wan tbe bill proposing to remunerate C«»I. Wm. 
S. Ilacd for the expense.- incurred by hi in io attend- 
ing to the interest* of Kentucky at the World’s Fair 
at New York in the vear 1856. Mr. Taylor advo- 
cated the bill at considerable length, but’, when the 
vote wa* taken, it waa n»gatived by a considerable 
majority. So over the dam goes the Colonel. 

A bill was passed regulating the sale of vinous, 
m.lt, and spiritous li«jiior* io »lares and frea ne- 
groes, which only impo-es heavier penalties upon 
per tons so selling than the pennlties already imposed 
by law. It is true that the penalties already im- 
posetl by statute arc heavy, but, when we reflect on 
all the evils arising from the use of alcoholic drinks 
l»y our slave population, it ^ee1ns scarcely possible 
to throw too many restrairti around ilie sale of such 
articles to that particular class of individuals. 

Mr. Whitaker otFercd a resolution to the effect that 
when tbe legislature atljouru on the 5th of Febru- 
ary, it adjourn me (Le. As the resolution was a 
joint one, under the rules of Ihe House it must lie 
over one day, but wlten it comes up I have no doubt 
it will 1* promptly negatived. 

Ia tbe Ilou.'e to-day the bill amending chapter 30 
of the Revised Statutes, and also a bill amending 
section !», chupUr 24 of the Revised Statutes, passed 
almost without oppo>ition. As I have already, in a 
former letter, given the substance of the amend- 
ments, it is scarcelv necessary to repeat them. A 
bill amending the law in relation to wills also pass- 
ed. . llut tbe principal subject of delate was upon 
a frill requiring railroad companies to fence l*oth 
sides of tlie entire length of their ►everal road*. 
Mr. Lindsey advocated the bill at length, and Mr. 
Combs made an able speech against it. It was final- 
j ly laid on tbe table by a large maiorit y. A bill was 
pie *ented to-day amending the laws of expatriation, 
nh-ch was decidedly anti-lillibusteric (if I may coin 
a word) in its character. The prompt resolution to 
Uy it upon the table, ami the large majority by 
which it was done, showed very conclusively that 
tbe House was decidedly in favor of fillibusterisin, 
however prompt they may lie to agree with the 
President tn his views upon tbe Paulding and Walker 
difficulty. 

Mr. Machen to-day reported his apportionment 
hill, which was only read fry its title and ordered to 
Its printed.
